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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and remarks received 28 January 2005 have been 
entered and overcome the objections to the title and drawings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
notes that the instant application and the applied reference USPub 2003/0205970 
(Park) were commonly owned at the time the invention was made, and thus, prevents 
the disclosure of Park from precluding patentability of the present invention under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(c). Applicant's remarks are persuasive. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an organic electroluminescent display (OELD) device comprising, in addition 
to other limitations of the claim, a plurality of insulating layer patterns formed between a 
first electrode and partitions formed on the first electrode, the insulating layer pattern 
being formed along the partitions and extending to contact regions of connecting 
electrodes connected to driving elements and second electrodes formed on organic 
light-emitting layers. 

5. The subject structure with the insulating layer patterns, as discussed above, is 
provided for preventing damage to electrodes of the OELD device by preventing the 
infiltration of ambient air into the device, thereby improving the light-transmission 
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efficiency of the device. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-9 
are also allowable. The design is new and unique to the art. 

6. Claims 1-9 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 10-18, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being 
rejoined. Claims 10-18 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. 

7. Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 29 
June 2004 is hereby withdrawn.
